Smallpox In Los Angeles, Cal. 

Surg. Brooks reports December 16: I have the honor to call atten- 
tion to the severity of cases of smallpox which have recently devel- 
oped in this city. 

On November 22, 1911, a case was found in a district occupied by 
Mexicans, and investigation drew attention to 2 suspicious deaths 
in children, which occurred earlier in the same community. To this 
date 14 cases have been found scattered in various parts of the city. 
Five have died. Not one of the five presented any evidence of suc- 
cessful vaccination. 

In contrast to this, in the past 10 years there have been only 3 
deaths from smallpox in this city.
